Will NEVER Come Entirely Out Of lt 


Calves that are stunted the first winter by lack of good feed 
will never come entirely out of it, Professor Gramlich stated at 
Feeders Day, Friday, April 20th, at Lincoln, Nebraska. Good cat- 
tlemen have recognized that fact before, but the tests that have 
been run at Valentine and Lincoln the last two years present some 
interesting figures on the production of thousand pound long year- 
ling steers. 

E. M. Brouse, superintendent at Valentine, started four lots of 
ten calves each on test the fall of 1926. They were right off their 
mothers, and high grade range stock. Lot 1 was fed prairie hay; 
Lot 2, prairie hay and a pound of cottonseed cake a day; Lot 3, 
prairie hay and a pound and a half of cake; and Lot 4, good mixed 
hay, full of clover, off the low meadows of that section of the state. 

Lot 2 made the most satisfactory gains. Lot 3 made a little 
more gain but hardly enough to warrant the extra half pound of 
cake per day. Lot 4 did remarkably well. Lot 1 practically stood 
still. 

Identical comparisons this year brought out the same general 
results. While Lot 1 was losing 12 pounds per calf in the 150 day 
period, the lot getting a pound of cake gained 157 pounds, more 
than a pound a day. The mix- 
ed hay lot did not show up 
as well, gaining only 60 
pounds per calf. 

When Mr. Brouse report- 
ed results a year ago, the 
question popped up immedi- 
ately of whether or not a 
half pound of cake per day 
would be enough. This ra- 
tion during the past winter 
produced a gain of 94 pounds 
per calf, and showed that a 
half pound of cake was 
mighty valuable compared 
with none, but that another 
half pound was well pur- 
chased. 

Some cattlemen thought 
a year ago that bonemeal 
might be tried with prairie 
hay to see if the bone-chew- 
ing tendency of cattle was a 
habit or a real need. This 
lot failed to gain during the 
past winter. They weighed 
a third of a pound less per 
calf at the end than they

weighed at the start. 

The first year’s testing 
at Valentine gave a_ back- 
ground for the completed test at Lincoln. The calves were pastur- 
ed at Valentine during the summer of 1927 and then shipped to 
Lincoln in October much as a general farmer-feeder in this section 
might go to the sandhills and bring home a load of feeders. Lot 1 
had gone on grass in May weighing 347 pounds and gained 222 
pounds per calf by the time they went into the feed lots at Lincoln. 
Lot 2 weighed 497 pounds on grass and gained 161 pounds. Lot 3 
weighed 513 on grass and gained 133 pounds. Lot 4 weighed 477 
on grass and gained 166 pounds. 

This made Lot 1 weigh in to the test at Lincoln at 569 pounds; 
Lot 2, 658 pounds; Lot 3, 646 pounds; and Lot 4, 643 pounds. Fig- 
uring costs up to this time, Lot 1 had cost $40.91 each; Lot 2, 
$45.35; Lot 3, $46.17; and Lot 4, $42.93. Estimated value of the 
calves at that time placed the net profit on Lot 1 at $13.05, on 
Lot 2, $25.05; on Lot 3, $23.34; and on Lot 4, $25.57. 

By keeping in mind that Lot 1 received prairie hay alone, Lot 
2 a pound of cottonseed cake in addition, Lot 3 a pound and a half 
of cottonseed cake, and Lot 4 high grade mixed hay, any cattle 
raiser interested in carrying his stock along to this age can figure 
out where and how he could get the most profit for his stock. 

It was considered that Lots 2, 3, and 4 were quite equal when 
they went on test at Lincoln so another comparison was included. 
Lot 2 was given the same ration as Lot 1,—shelled corn, cottonseed

_— the baby beef on which you are 
lacing your hope for a blue ribbon in the 
Fall has already been selected and is even 
now in his own private plot crunching food 
which will fit him to be a prize winner. 

If that is true, of course when you picked 
him out you looked for the calf possessing 
the best and most promising points. You 
looked for a strictly beef type of blocky 
form with short legs and straight top and 
bottom lines. The ideal baby beef is smooth 
and symetrical with good balance between 
front and hind quarters. The form of the 
calf, we are told, is of first importance, 
while quality is a very close second. Quali- 
ty is recognizable in soft, fine hair, a pli- 
able, elastic hide of medium thickness, a 
clean dense bone, and smooth firm flesh. 
The calf need not be fat at the time of 
selection, for proper feeding will usually 
give him the plumpness which he needs to 
please the judges. ; 

Important as the selection of a good calf 
is, the care which it gets after it is chosen is 
of equal importance. A calf must have com- 
fortable quarters and appetizing, nourishing 
meals in order to make a substantial flesh 
gain. A baby beef which must constantly 
tight against cold or rainy weather, flies, 
insects, lice, worms, dirt and filth, can’t be 
expected to make the gain that he would 
in a clean, airy, comfortable stall, or yard, 
protected from inclement weather, and kept 
free from vermin and flies. 

When the well-being of the calf has been 
amply provided for, training and grooming 
for the show are the next important things 
to be considered by the future showman. 


The first step is to teach the calf to lead., 


This can be done in short daily practices 
when the calf is led to water, and to and 
from pasture in an orderly, refined, gentle- 
manly manner. The trips can be varied 
daily, so that the pupil will learn to walk 
over unfamiliar places and through doors 
as he would be in the show barns at the 
fair. The family and neighbors can help 
in the training by being critical audiences 
who will help accustom the calf to having 
strangers around. 

One of the most important things is to 
teach the calf to stand properly for exam- 
ination by the judges. This is oftentimes 
difficult to accomplish for calves just can’t 
be made to understand why they should have 
to stand with each foot placed so that the 
legs are perpendicular, each leg bearing its 
full share of the weight of the body. It is 
also difficult to make them understand that 
the back should be carried perfectly straight 
and the head held exactly at the height 
of the back. Holding a position like this 
for 15 or 20 minutes a day seems a hard- 
ship at first, but if insisted upon regularly, 
soon becomes a habit which will delight the 
judges in the show ring. 

All calves should be taught that “cleanli- 
ness is next to godliness,” and should be 
shown the virtue of a frequent bath. For 
this ceremony warm soft water, stiff brush, 
and cloths are needed. Be sure all the soap 


is rinsed from the hair before the job is 
finished, and be sure that no draught at- 
tacks the calf after the bath is over. If 
it is at all cold, have blankets to cover the 
calf with as soon as the drying is done. 
The hair should be well brushed after the 
bath, brushed well.up at the sides in front 
to increase the blocky line which is desir- 
able in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

And don’t forget to keep your calf smart- 
ly barbered. Its head should be clipped in 
front of a line drawn around the neck about 
three inches back of the ears. This helps 
give the head a good shape, and makes the 
ears look smaller. Also, be sure to keep 
the tail clipped, from just above the switch 
to the tail head, the hair being gradually 
tapered off near the body so that the tail 
blends nicely with the rump. This should be 
done regularly during the feeding period so 
that the clipped hair will not look stubby 
at show time. 

Now is the time to start collecting the 
equipment which you will need for showing. 
A galvanized pail should be used for water- 
ing, and another for washing, together with 
washing equipment. A blanket and a pitch- 
fork should be included in the equipment as 
well as a long cane or smooth pointer to 
be used in posing the animal. 

A neat halter should be part of the equip- 
ment. Some club boys are quite successful 
in making halters of rope. 

And don’t forget one of the most import- 
ant things: KEEPING A RECORD. From 
the minute the calf becomes your project a 
record should be kept of every cent expend- 
ed on his upkeep. This will help in determ- 
ining for you whether or not it is a paying 
proposition to raise baby beef. All business- 
like farmers keep such records. It is by 
them that unprofitable leaks in manage- 
ment are discovered. They are necessary 
assets to your equipment. Do not neglect 
them.

Do you know the requisites for a good 
signature? I am going to tell you what 
they are, just as H. A. Rounds, prominent 
handwriting expert in Chicago told me. 

“First,” says Mr. Rounds, “the signature 
must be LEGIBLE—clearly intelligible and 
easily read. Second, it must be INDIVID- 
UALISTIC—expressing the personality of 
the writer. Third, it must be PLEASING 


IN DESIGN—pleasing to the eye, but intri- 

cate enough to defy the forger.” 
Certainly Ruth’s signature is legible, and 

it is pleasing to the eye. It is also individ- 


ualistic to a certain extent, and no doubt as 
she gets older it will show more signs of 
her personality, together with added lines or 
curves which will make it more difficult for 
the forger to imitate. 

The hand writing expert can see many 
things in your name as you let it represent 
you on paper. I think he might find an in- 
dication of generosity in Ruth’s signature, 
together with a hint of impulsiveness and 
initiative in Ruth’s character. 

Signatures are such peculiar things. They 
tell so much more than you have any idea 
they are telling. Insanity is oftentimes ex- 
pressed through handwriting long before it 
is visibly apparent in the individual. As an 
example, Mr. Rounds tells of an incident 
which occurred recently. The postman call- 
ed to his attention a certain signature, re- 
marking it was rather peculiar. Mr. Rounds 
looked at it and exclaimed, “The man who 
wrote that is insane.” The postman laugh- 
ed said he knew the man personally and 
that he was not in the least crazy. 

Six months later, however, the postman 
approached Mr. Rounds again, said the man 
in question had begun acting queerly, had 
finally been examined by a doctor, had been 
adjudged insane and was then in an insane 
asylum. 

Many times signatures have been used by 
Mr. Rounds and studied by him for certain 
characteristics which would give him a clue 
to unraveling mysteriously baffling prob- 
lems. Once a peculiar specimen of “J” in a 
signature solved a mystery which had baf- 
fled a whole community. 

So you see how important it is to make 
your silent representative—your signature 
—just as really representative as possible 
of the best that is in you, or the handwrit- 
ing expert “will get you if you don’t watch 
out!”

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TIDE TURNING TO ABERDEEN-ANGUS; 
NEW HERDS FOUND MOST EVERYWHERE. 

One of the highly gratifying symptoms of better times for Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders was found during our recent trip to Illinois, 
Indiana and Michigan, where new men by the score are not alone 
thinking and talking Aberdeen-Angus but actually selecting foun- 
dation herds. Some of these beginnings are small, others are large. 
In both instances the founders of these new breeding plants have 
familiarized themselves with market conditions in the commercial 
field and without exception discovered there is a difference in val- 
uations when the finished Doddie bullock finds his way to market. 
That invariably crops out as one of the chief reasons why Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are being selected. 

These men for the most part are selecting cows with calves at 
side and rebred. Many bred cows and heifers are enumerated in 
the listings. And too, a goodly number of young heifers of good 
type and breeding have been purchased with a view to their grow- 
ing into real foundation cows. A decidedly noticeable thing was 
the desire upon the part of these new men to select cattle not alone 
with strong individuality and of good type but they want breeding 
as well. “We are just going in for the commercial end of the busi- 
ness” is the reason invariably given. However before the conver- 
sation wears on to a great extent one is able to discover a desire 
to have something good enough to produce seed stock for the larger 
herd and eventually to supply the trade. ; 

This is indeed a most sound policy. A policy that will not lead 
men astray. A policy that it will pay well to closely adhere to 
throughout the years ahead. Once the cows and heifers are proper- 
ly selected and assembled and mated with a bull as carefully se- 
lected these new men, some of whom are young men, while others 
are more mature—and in many cases men who have for years been 
breeding other lines of cattle—will be well on the route to success, 
prosperity and a pleasant breeding career. — : ; 

A checkup on the cows and heifers nearing maturity which pass- 
ed through this spring’s auction sales will disclose a marked in- 
crease in valuations. A further checkup on the cattle available for 
breeding purposes during the next few months indicates a steady 
increase will continue. In fact the better bred sorts bearing out- 
standing individuality have a very good chance of doubling in price 
during the next year. For that reason it will pay those planning

IF I WERE TO SELECT A 
FOUNDATION HERD FOR MYSELF. 

Dreaming, always dreaming. Aberdeen-Angus in the shoy 
yards, in the barns and paddocks, and out on the green hillsides 
lazily maunching the tender spring grasses. Is there a prettier 
sight than half a hundred wonderfully made cows, black, coal black 
sleek, well rounded, quiet, looking well after a gang of frolicing 
calvies of the same ebony hue? The black spots against the green 
back ground in the hill pastures—grand, glorious. Is there any 
wonder then that even I should dream of Doddies and how I should 
go about selecting the herd that I hope ‘some day to call my own! 
Other men who admire good cattle must dream like dreams. How 
would you go about it? 

In as much as I have brought forward the question I shall en- 
deavor to offer a few suggestions. You may agree, you may not, 


but what care I. In the latter case please come forward with you — 


views. If I were to select a foundation herd for myself, I believe 
I should first look to individuality. I should want my cows to ap 
pear feminine, I like those beautiful heads and faces. A cow with 
a beautiful head is a good start. I should want her top lin 
straight, her back strong, smooth at the shoulders, a good even 
width on top and a smooth finish at the rear, a high tail head would 
not get by. Prominent: hooks don’t belong to the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed either. The ribs should be well sprung, body deep and the 
bottom line somewhere near straight, good at the heart, a clean eye 
and well set ears. The rear quarters would need to be tied togeth- 
er pretty close to the hocks to suit me, in other words they shoul 
be full in the twist and carry plenty of meat in the quarters. | like 
my cows to be set upon low running gears, not exactly underslung, 
but yet quite near it. Straight legs make a cow look right. With 
all other features filling the eye, a set of crooked legs spoil the 
whole job. I want her quiet and I want her to be covered witha 
soft pliable skin and a good soft coat of hair. If she’s Black and 
has no horns she is my kind. I have dreamed this dream so many 
times that I can most see the herd now assembled. 

There is another factor, which is after all the determining ele- 
ment, when once the right type and quality is discovered—breeding. 
To me breeding means a combination of the best bulls and the best 
cows known in the history of the breed. Animals whose names 
mean quality, animals that have figured conspicuously in the show 
rings either directly or through their progeny—then it is that my 
dream comes true. Then it is we will have something that will 
wear with time. 

I thought I had awakened from one of those dreams the other 
day when Earl Ryan swung open the gate at the Harrison & Ryal 
farm near Harlan to let the “sale cows and their calves out t 
pasture.” 

Young men, old men, experienced cattle men, may dream and 
dream, but your dreams will never come true except you have ll 
your breeding herd such cows as I saw there.

The breeder of draft horses today can 
continue his business in full confidence that 
a demand awaits the finished product, pro- 
viding the product is the right kind to meet 
the demand. The breeder of good Percher- 
ons, pure breds, or grades is raising that 
kind of a product.

The Parent the School and the Runabout 
Child.

Some one has said that talk about hygiene 
may have flushed the cheeks of eager stu- 
dents, but it never painted the cheeks of 
children. Certain possibilities of develop- 
ment and certain limits are set by heredity. 
To extend these is the function of the edu- 
cator and the hygienist. 


Over one hundred years ago lived two 
horses, Eclipse and Hambletonian 10th and 
hundreds of the world’s foremost race hors- 
es trace their pedigrees back to these two 
horses. David Starr Jordan said that “The 
blood of Eclipse is today flowing in the 
bee of every great race horse in the 
world.” 


Albert Wiggam, in his book “The Fruit 
of the Family Tree,” relates an interesting 
experience of an acquaintance of his. He 
purchased a fine female setter puppy for 
$150. It waxed rapidly in stature, and, as 
the owner supposed, in wisdom. But reck- 
oning on puppies is a doubtful business. 
One day this friend entered his library 
where the pup was lying asleep. He scratch- 
ed a match which happened to go off like 
the crack of a pistol. Te dog, with a yell, 
made one leap through the window, carry- 
Ing sash and all into the yard. From there 
she made a wild dash to the rear of the 
house where she wiggled under the floor as 
far as her frightened body could go. There 
She stayed four days and nights without 


food and water in spite of coaxing and 
threats. 

“A gun-shy pup,” he said in disgust, “but 
I shall get my money back easily enough.” 
So he mated her with Champion Rodfield, 
the greatest sire of bird dogs the world ad 
known up to that time. Champion had ence 
sold for $14,000.00 and there had not been 
a gun-shy dog in Champion’s pedigree since 
the invention of gun powder. In -lue time 
the dog presented her master with nine 
little puppies. They also grew rapidly and 
pointed birds with wisdom. The puppies 
were sold for $75.00 each, all over the cen- 
tral states. When the bird season opened a 
little later there came telegrams from all 
nine owners, wanting their money back. kiv- 
ery dog had run at the first crack of a gun. 
So much for heredity, of which you wili 
have an opportunity to hear later. 

Mental hygiene shows that within the 
limits set for the individual by heredity, not 
only can many mental disorders be prevent- 
ed, but positive habits of health can be de- 
veloped during this period. 

The normal child is really normal, not bad 
in its mental and moral condition. Normal 
attitudes in children should survive. The 
child is truthful and not suspicious, 1s free 
from fear and is free from self conscious- 
ness and the vast number of thoughts and 
feelings related to self that constantly in- 
terfere with the adults activity. The child 
has an optimistic attitude toward life and 
usually a sense of humor and gives atten- 
tion to the present situation. Don’t you 
think these are worth preserving? Or do 
you agree with the philosophy illustrated in 
the story of the man who, showing a friea:l 
how he was bringing up his little son, put 
him on a high table and told him to jump, 
father would catch him? The little fellow 
jumped and the father made no attempt to 
catch him, but let him fall to the floor say- 
ing to this friend, “There, that will teach 
him not to believe everything he hears.” 

It is said that to the door of the school 
house the child brings not only the inherit- 
ance of the ages, but the result of six long 
years of training in the home and on the 
play ground and in the street. He brings 
not only the primitive emotion of fear, rage, 
love and the fundamental instinct of activ- 
ity, but associated fears, habits, attitudes, 
some distinctly healthful and some distinct- 
ly injurious. As parents, then, we have our 
problems. 

How may the school help in this, which 
is also their problem, since they are really

but the right hand of the parent, and since 
also the problem has been largely passed 
on to them? 

They may help very directly in two ways. 
First, by striving to help the child in the 
school achieve a mastery of the various sub- 
jects as they are used in ordinary practice, 
chief among which is the fine art of living 
happily with one another, as future parents, 
as well as future artisans, business men, 
and so forth; secondly, by stepping down to 
meet the problem—you know, “he has half 
way conquered Fate who goes half way to 
meet her,’’—by the establishment of nurs- 
ery schools, whose objectives are to consti- 
tute centers for adult education in modern 
parenthood, and incidentally, furnish an en- 
vironment in which children of the pre- 
school age may develop proper habits and 
normal attitude. These should be in charge 
not of one, whose only qualification is that 
she loves children, but by experts, experts 
in understanding, in knowledge of child 
psychology and normal child development 
aid the delicacy of the human mind. 

In Los Angeles we are indeed fortunate 
in having at the head of our educational 
system a woman who is not only a great 
teacher and educator, but also a mother; a 
woman who, having faced the problems of 
motherhood ably, has also faced ably the 
problems of educating our children with an 
understanding art and rarely gifted mind. 
The parent, the school, and the runabout 
child, not each a separate entity, but all for 
one and one for all.

thought of pay or honor, or even of the 
need of defending his personality, has an 
asset for mental health.” To learn to face 
reality, to acquire association, to develop 
wholesome interest, to control one’s emo- 
tions, to coperate in a normal social group, 
is more valuable than the acquisition of all 
knowledge. There are twenty-four hours in 
the day. The child spends six hours at the 
best in school, five days a week. He spends 
eighteen hours outside the school, seven 
days a week. The handicap is too great un- 
less the parents, home, church, community 
and child work together. 

Every department of life has shown ad- 
vance in proportion as it has made use of 
methods and results of modern study. We 
are no exception. 

Wise parenthood requires more than good 
intention and traditional ideas. It requires 
understanding. It requires steady applica- 
tion. It requires keeping up with the growth 
of knowledge. Do you know that last year 
in California, one adult in every four at- 
tended school? 

Lastly, in the words of Albert Wiggam, 
in his book The New Decalogue of Science, 
“Science, experiment, analysis, free think- 
ing, the play of unfettered intelligence in 
the place of dogmas, creeds, solving words, 
and social and political rituals, all of which 
are petrified thinking, these and these alone 
offer the only hope of a sunnier and a 
sweeter day for men, women and little chil- 
dren to live in.”

Some Pastures 
And Forage Crops for Sheep 


The best and most common pasture in 
the United States for farm flocks is blue 
grass. It is high in protein and sheep relish 
it. They thrive and fatten provided you keep 
it free from parasites but being a _per- 
manent pasture it is hard to keep parasites 
from reducing its value. Many flock owners 
try to use blue grass through the entire 
summer. This is not advisable becaus in 
July and August it gets dry and fibrous. 
Blue grass should be supplemented through 
July and August but is fine for sheep in 
spring and fall. 

Timothy is used in many sections and 
makes a palatable pasture but often gets 
too coarse for lambs. Like blue grass, it 
makes a poor pasture in midsummer unless 
there is plenty of rainfall. 

Clover and alfalfa are being used more 
and more for sheep. They can be classified 
either as pasture or as forage crops. Ex- 
cept for a tendency to cause bloating, both 
rank high for sheep—high in protein and 
very palatable. Clover is less dangerous 
than alfalfa. It seldom causes severe bloat- 
ing unless very wet but alfalfa, if wet will 
many times be fatal. Bloating caused by 
alfalfa varies with the season and location, 
the cause for this is unknown. Lambs sel- 
dom bloat when nursing; warm milk seems 
to prevent bloating and is used by many 
shepherds in the treatment of bloat. 

Sweet clover has become more popular 
for pasture in the last few years. Its hard- 
iness and rapidity of growth is unsurpassed. 


One must start to pasture sweet clover early 
and keep it short or it will become coarse 
and will not be palatable. 

Rye is used for fall and spring pasture 
and is strongly recommended for early 
spring pasture in the southern cornbelt and 
southern states. In many parts of the south, 
winter oats are used successfully. 

Rape is one of the best known forage 
crops for sheep and lambs. It makes a lux- 
uriant growth and is fattening. Rape can 
be sown early in the spring or late in the 
summer and it makes a good supplement 
for blue grass, timothy or rye. Sheep should 
not be turned on rape until it is six inches 
high because it makes a great deal more 
feed if allowed to develop. Frozen or wet 
rape is dangerous. Frozen rape is poison and 
wet rape will cause bloating. 

Soybeans and cowpeas are used success- 
fully for sheep for both pasture and hay. 
Cowpeas are not to be recommended ex- 
cept for the southern states.

More Pride in State. 

Nebraska people need to have more pride 
in their state and more faith in their fel- 
lowmen, C. N. Wright of Scottsbluff said in 
h‘s talk about cooperation and optimism. 
Mr. Wright is a pioneer of the North Platte 
valley section of the state and has seen Ne- 
braska develop. Less of jealousy and sus- 
picion, less of petty politics and more of 
the spirit of neighborly cooperation in 
working out problems is what Nebraska 
and the whole country needs, he said. 

Dark cutting beef is being studied by Pro- 
fessor W. J. Loeffel of the college of agri- 
culture in cooperation with the packers of 
Lincoln and Omaha. So far, no definite 
reports can be given, he said, but it has 
been definitely proved that dark cutting 
meat is not due to breed, sex nor feed. Some 
theories have been advanced. 

Wintering of Cattle. 

Following the program, which ended at 
3:30 p. m. a question box and forum discus- 
sion in charge of faculty members of the 
college, was held. The discussion centered 
mainly around the wintering of cattle, 
which was the big topic of the day. Inter- 
est was shown in the wintering of breeding 
cows. According to Professor Gramlich’s 
figures, it cost 31 cents a day or $34 for 
the season to feed the aged range cows he 
had on test. Silage and a little corn and 
cottonseed cake was their ration. 

The cows were brought down from the 
sandhills at $75 a head last fall. They were 
appraised at a figure which would pay for 
the cost of feed and leave a nice profit on 
the cows themselves, giving the feeder the 
calf crop in addition. ; ; 

Opinion was divided regarding the merits 
of feeding cattle without hay. Feeders 
from districts where hay is shipped in were 
mainly of the opinion that cattle will do al- 
most as well on ground ear corn and cotton 
seed cake as on expensive alfalfa hay in ac- 
dition. Men from the big hay producing 
areas of the state consider the product too 
bulky to ship as hay and said that Nebras- 
ka feeders should not consider a ration 
without hay. ; é 

The short test at the Lincoln station 
showed that young cattle on the ration in- 
cluding hay did a little better than those
